The following; i.s tlie now Tariff as ofK- 
cially proseiitud for tlio iiso of meniLora. 
Our roaxlerH w\\\ be able ti> rely uiioii it.s 
accuracy: 

' HcB0lvc<l, That it is expedient to provide th.-it tlic 
value of all bottles. Masks, Jars, demijohns, carboys, 
casks, hogsheads, jiipcs, barrels, ami all other ve.s.sels 
or jMckaijes, nianufaetured of tin, iron, lead, zinc, 

^1038, or any other material, and capable ol holiUnij 
quids; crates, b.arrela and other p.ackap;e8 contftlniii); 
glass, china, crockery, or earthenware, and nil packa- 
ges in whicli gootls are commonly placed for home 
eonauniption, including eases in wideh bottled spirita, 
wines or malt liquors are e-otit.alned, and every package, 
being the first reeept;icIo or covering enclosing goods 
for purposes of sale, shall, in all easen, not otlierwi.sc 
provided for, in which they cuidaiii goods subject to 
on od valorem duty, be f.aken and be held to be a part 
of the fair market value for suoli goods for duty, and 
when tlioy eont;iln good i subject to s])ecine duty only, 
such i packages shall be charged with a duty of cus- 
turns of 20 per cent, ad valorem to be coniputeti upon 
their original cost or value; and all or .any of the 
ftbdve packages deseribcd a.i capable of holding liiiuids 
Whcii containing goods exempt from duty under the 
Act, shall be charged with u duty of 20 per cent. a<l 
valorem; but all packages not hereinbefore sjjceilled, 
and not spceinlly cliarged with duty by any unre- 
pealed enactment, and being Uio usual and ordinary 
packages in which goods arc iiocked' fori exportation 
only, according to the general usage nnd custom of

Resolved, That it is expedient to proviile that on

purchased wltho\it distinction of any kind becaiise of 
any drawback paid or to be paiti thereon, (jr because 
of any special arrangement between the .seller and 
purchaser having reference to tho e.Nportatloii of such 
good.i, or the c.xcluslva right to territorial limits for 
the sole thereof, or beamse of any Royalty payable 
upon patent rights, but not payahio ' when good.s arc 
purchased for exportation, or on account of any other 
consideration by which a special deductiou in price 
mieht or could he obtained: Provided that nothing 
herein shall be tmdorstood to apply to gejieml fluctua- 
tions of market values. .( 

Ilesolved, That it is expedient to provide tliat .any 
or all of tho following articles, that is to s.ay, aninuLl.s 
of all kinds, green fridt, hay, straw, bran, seeds of all 
kinds, vegetables (including iiotatoes and other roots), 
plants, trees and shrubs, coal and eokc, salt, hops, 
wheat, peas, an<l beans, barley, rye, oats, Indian corn, 
buckwheat and all other grain, flour of wheat and 
flour of rye, Indian meal and aatmeal, ond flour or 
nical of any other grain, butter, cheese, fish (salted or 
smoked) lard, tallow, meats (fresh, salted or smoked), 
may be imported Into Canada free of <hity, or at a less 
rate of duty than is providetl by this Act upon pro- 
clamation of the Covernor in Council, whicli 'p.ay be 
issued whenever it appears to his satisfaction, that 
similar articles from Canada may be imported intotho 
(.'nltcil .Si.atcs free of duty, or .at a rate of duty not'ex- 
reeding that p.ayable on the same under proclaihatlon 
when Imported into Canada.
